Ts<  lArlnud.  writer*  op  tl*r  fiwtivitiea  of 
the  t'krWtrmi*  n-:uw>D(iipouk  of  tho  cuaLirn 
uf  dvdkiti^  houft  m  and  cliU/alice  with  ever- 
grm «w,  slid  tin  reforo  it  appear*  to  on  that 
it  most  bo  of  very  auciout  date,  it  being, 
in  fact,  ono  of  tlxooc  uucirnt  remnant*  of 
paganism,  which,  although  forbidden  by 
the  council*  uf  the  curly  ( 'hrintian  Church, 
bad  obtained  too  great  a  bold  on  the  pre- 
jodics  of  the  people  to  be  readily  relin¬ 
quished,  m  it*  transmiaKiou  down  to  the 
present  ilay,  all  over  Europe,  nerves  to 
prove.  The  holly  and  ivy  hare  been  tbe 
favorite  evergreens  throughout  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  and  Ireland  for  the  above  purpose. 
They  are  regarded  aa  warred  emblem*  at 
the  season,  even  to  die  present  day.  In¬ 
deed,  it  U  not  Christmas  unless  the  village 
church  is  hand*  mcly  decked  out  with 
them,  and  likewise  the  cottage  parlor*. 
In  Ireland  tsqiociaUy  this  custom  is  Carried 
ainnwt  to  extravagance,  and,  indeed,  also 
in  Eughuul,  The  lumiblcst  cottage  and 
tho  poorest  church  have  their  abure  of  tho 
holly  and  ivy ;  every  picture  is  crownod 
with  thorn  ;  and  the  more  historic  the  pic¬ 
ture,  the  larger  the  quantity  pliioed  over 
it  Heathenish  though  it  may  asetn  to  be, 
it  bos  beautiful  naeociaticwa,  and  when  wc 
remember  the  number  of  ccntoriue  it  has 
been  the  custom,  wc  surely  cannot  blame 
the  peoplo  for  having  a  reverence  for  it, 
particularly  when  all  classea,  from  the  high¬ 
est  to  the  lowest,  revure  it  Here  is  an  old 
ballad,  written  centnrios  since,  by  whom 
We jriU  never  know  till  the  lost  trumpet

in  time  tor  some  of  the  merriment  snd 
good  ohoer  of  the  servant’s  hall.  My 
father,  you  most  know,  is  a  bigoted  dove* 
tee  of  the  old  school,  and  prides  himself 
upon  keeping  up  something  of  old  English 
hospitality.  He  determined,  in  his  own 
mind,  tluit  there  was  no  condition  more 
truly  honorable  and  enviable  than  that  of 
a  country  gentleman  on  his  paternal  lands, 
and  tUureforu  passes  tho  whole  of  his  time 
on  his  i  state.  He  is  a  strenuous  advocate 
for  tho  revival  of  the  old  rural  gamee  and 
holiday  oldie  rv  an  ore,  and  is  deeply  read  in 
tho  writers,  ancient  ond  modern,  who  have 
treated  on  the  subject.  A a  he  lives  at 
some  distance  from  the  main  road,  in 
rather  a  lonely  part  of  tho  country,  witli 
out  any  rival  gentry  near  him,  he  has  that 
most  enviable  of  all  blessings  to  an  Eng¬ 
lishman,  an  opportunity  of  indulging  tho 
bent  of  his  own  humor  without  molesta¬ 
tion.” 

Wo  had  passed  for  some  time  along  the 
wall  of  a  park,  and  at  length  tbe  chaise 
stopped  at  the  gate. 

The  post-boy  rang  a  largo  porter’s  bell, 
which  resounded  through  tho  still  frosty 
air,  and  was  answered  by  tho  distant  l>a»k- 
ing  of  dogs,  with  which  the  maniuou-houM 
seemed  garrisoned.  An  old  woman  imme¬ 
diately  appeared  at  the  gait'. 

My  friend  proposed  that  wo  should  alight 
and  walk  through  the  park  to  the  hall, 
which  was  at  no-  great  distance,  while  the 
chaise  should  follow  on.

My  coinpauion  looked  around  him  with 
transport : — “  How  often,"  said  ho,  “  huve 
I  scampered  up  this  avenue,  on  returning 
homo  on  school  vacations  I  How  often 
have  I  played  under  them  trees  when  a 
boy  !  I  feel  a  degree  of  filial  reverenoe  for 
them,  as  we  look  np  to  those  who  have 
cherished  os  in  ohildhood.  My  father  was 
always  scrupulous  in  exacting  our  holidujs, 
and  baring  ns  around  him  on  family  festi¬ 
vals.  Ho  used  to  direct  And  superintend 
our  game*  with  the  strictness  that  some 
parents  do  the  studies  of  their  children. 
Ho  was  very  particular  that  we  shonlil  play 
the  old  Eughfh  games  according  to  their 
original  form  ;  and  consulted  old  books 
for  precedent  and  authority  for  every 
.*  merrie  disport';  yet  I  assure  you  there 
never  was  pedantry  so  delightful.  It  was 
tho  policy  of  the  good  old  gentleman  to 
make  his  children  feel  that  home  was  tbe 
happiest  place  in  the  world  ;  and  I  value 
this  delicious  home-feeling  as  one  of  tho 
ehoiaost  gifts  a  parent  can  bestow." 

We  hud  now  come  in  full  view  of  the 
old  family  mansion,  partly  thrown  in  deep 
shadow,  and  jiartly  lit  up  by  the  cold 
moonshine.  It  was  an  irregular  building, 
of  some  magnitude,  and  seemed  to  be  of 
the  architecture  of  different  jieriod*.  One 
wing  wns  evidently  very  ancient,  With 
heavy  stone-shafted  bow-windows  jutting 
out  snd  overrun  with  hry,  from  among  tbe 
foliage  of  which  the  small  diamond-shaped 
pane*  of  glass  glittered  with  the  moon¬ 
beams. 

As  we  approached  the  house,  we  heard 
the  sound  of  music,  sod  now  and  then'  a 
burst  of  laughter,  from  one  end  of  tbe 
building.  This,  Brsoebridge  said,  must 
proceed  from  the  servants’  hall,  where  a 
great  deal  of  revelry  was  permitted,  and 
even  encouraged,  by  the  squire,  through¬ 
out  the  twelve  days  of  Christman,  provid¬ 
ed  everything  was  done  eonformly  to  an¬ 
cient  nsage.  Here  were  kept  np  the  old 
game*  of  hood  man  blind,  shoe  the  wild 
mare,  hot  ooeklre,  steal  the  white  loaf,  bob 
apple,  and  snap  dragon  ;  the  Yale  clog  and 
Christmas  candle  were  regularly  burnt,  and 
tho  mistletoe,  with  its  white  berries,  hung 
up,  to  tho  imminent  peril  of  ail  tho  pretty 
housemaids.* 

So  intent  were  tho  servants  upon  their 
sports,  that  we  had  to  nag  repeatedly  be¬ 
fore  wo  could  make  ourselves  beard.  On 
our  arrival  being  announced,  tho  squire 
came  out  to  receive  »*.  aooonipouied  by 
hi*  two  other  sons  ;  ona  a  young  officer  in 
the  army,  home  on  leave  of  ab  iciioe ;  the 
other  an  Oxonian,  just  from  the  university. 
The  squire  was  s  flue  hoalthy-lookW  old 
gentleman,  q^b  silver  hair  curling  lightly 
round-  an  open  florid  aountcunnoe ;  in 
which  tho  physiognomist,  with  llic  advan¬ 
tage,  like  myself,  of  a  previous  hint  dr  two, 
might  discover  a  singular  mixture  of  whim 
and  benevolence. 

The  family  mooting  was  warm  and  affec¬ 
tionate  ;  as  the  evening  wea  far  advanced, 
tbe  squire  would  not  permit  us  to  change 
our  travelling  dresses,  but  ushered  us  st 
on ?e  to  the  company,  which  was  assembled 
in  a  largo,  old  fashioned  hall.  It  was  com¬ 
posed  of  different  breaches  of  a  numerous 
family  connection,  whore  there  ware  tka 
usual  proportion  of  old  uncles  and  snots, 
comfortable  married  ilsnim,  *u|»*rennu»io«l 
spinsters,  blooming  country  cousins,  half- 
flodged  (tripling*,  sad  hright-cyrd  board¬ 
ing-school  hoyden*.  They  were  variously

knows  where  he  is  going,”  said  my  com 
panion.  laughing,  "and  is  eager  to  arrive 


siou  of  wooden  horse*,  penny  trumpets, 
and  tattered  doll*,  shout  the  floor,  showed 
tmc<w  of  a  troop  of  little  fairy  linings,  who, 
having  frolicked  through  a  liappy  day,  had 
been  carried  off  it)  slumber  through  a 
peaceful  night 

The  grate  had  lieen  removed  from  the 
whir,  overwhclmiag  fire-place,  to  make  way 
for  a  fire  of  wood,  in  the  midst  of  which 
was  an  enormous  log  glowing  and  biasing, 
and  sending  forth  a  vast  volume  of  light 
and  host :  this  I  understood  win  the  Yule 
dog,  which  the  aqoire  was  particular  in 
having  brought  in  and  illumined  on  a 
Christmas  eve,  according  to  ancient  cus¬ 
tom,* 

It  was  really  delightful  to  aeo  the  ‘  old 
squire  seated  in  his  hereditary  elbow  chair, 


and  looking  around  him  like  the  sun  of  a 
system,  beaming  warmth  and  gladness  to 
every  heart.  Even  the  very  dog  that  lay 
stretched  at  his  feet,  as  he  lasiiy  shifted 
his  positing  and  yawned,  would  look  fond¬ 
ly  up  in  hif  master’s  face,  wag  W»  tail 
against  the  floor,  and  stretch  Uirgaelf  again 
to  ale«|a  confident  ol  kindness  snd  protec¬ 
tion.  Tharp  is  an  emanation  from  the 
heart  in  getowwo  hospitality  which  cannot 
be  described,  but,  is  immediately  felt,  and 
puts  the  stranf^r  at  once  si  his  esse.  1  had 
not  been  floated  many  minutes  by  tbe  com¬ 
fortable  hearth  of  the  worthy  old  cavalier, 
before  I  found  myself  an  much  at  home  as 
if  I  tM  keep  one  of  tbe  tonal/ . 

tiupper  was  announced  shortly  after  our 
ajrtvh!  It  was  served  up  in  a  spacious 
union  chum  her.  the  pan*  la  of  which  sboue 
with  wax,  and  around  which  were  several 
family  portraits  decorated  with  holly  and 
hry.  Besides  the  uncustomed  lights,  two 
great  wag  taper*  coiled  Christina*  candles, 
wreathed  wttb  ggeuua,  were  placed  on  a 
highly  polished  beaniet  among  the  family 
plate.  The  table  whs  abundantly  spread 
with  suhstimtial  fare  t  hat  the  squire  made 
bis  supper  sf  frumshty,  a  dish  made  of 
wheat  cakes  boiled  in  milk,  with  rich  spice*, 
being  a  standing  dfeh  in  old  times  for 
Christmas  eve.  I  was  happy  to  find  my  old 
friend,  minoed  pie,  in  the  retinue  of  the 
feast ;  and  finding  bun  to  he  perfectly 
orthodox,  and  that  1  need  not  be  ashamed 
of  my  predilection,  I  greeted  him  with  all 
the  warmth  where  with  we  usually  greet  an 
old  and  genteel  acquaintance. 

Tho  mirth  ot  tbe  company  wa*  greatly 
promoted  by  the  hnnt<«re  of  au  eccentric 
personage  whom  Mr.  ltraoebridgo  always 
addressed  with  the  quaint  appellation  of 
M.ister  Simon,  lie  was  a  tight,  brisk  little 
man.  with  the  air  of  an  arran^  old  bache¬ 
lor.  His  node  waa  shaped  like  the  bill  of  a 
parrot ;  his  face  slightly  pitted  with  the 
small-pox,  with  a  dry  perpetual  bloom  on 
it,  like  a  fro*t-bitten  leaf  in  autumn.  He 
had  an  eye  of  great  qnirkneasand  vivacity, 
with  a  drollery  and  waggery  of  expression 
that  wu  irresistible.  He  was  evidently 
the  wit  of  the  family,  dealing  very  much  in 
■ly  jokes  and  inuoendoee  with  the  ladies, 
and  making  infinite  merriment  by  harping 
open  old  themes  ;  which,  nnforbmately, 
my  ignorance  ot  the  family  chronicles  did 
not  permit  me  to  enjoy.  It  seemed  to  be 
bis  great  delight  daring-supper  to  keep  s 
young  girl  next  him  in  a  continual  agony 
of  stifled  laughter,  in  spite  of  her  awe  of 
the  reproving  looks  of  her  mother,  who  sat 
opposite.  Indeed,  he  was  the  idol  of  the 
younger  part  of  the  oompany,  who  langfaed 
at  everything  he  said  or  did,  and  at  every 
turn  of  bis  countenance.  I  could  not  won¬ 
der  at  it ;  for  be  must  have  been  a  miracle 
of  accomplishments  in  their  eyas.  He 
could  imitate  Punch  and  Jody ;  make  sn 
old  woman  of  his  hand,  with  the  assistance 
of  a  burnt  cork  and  pockot-handkarehisf, 
snd  out  an  o range  into  such  a  Indicrou* 
caricature,  that  the  young  folks  wore  ready 
to  die  with  laughing 

He  had  a  chirping,  buoyant  disposition, 
always  enjoying  tbs  present  moment ;  and 
his  frequent  change  of  scene  and  company 
jirevenjod  bit  acquiring  those  rusty  nnao- 
comm< -dating  habits,  with  which  old  bach¬ 
elors  are  so  flncharitiiblj  charged.  He 
waa  a  complete  family  chronicle,  bring 
versed  in  the  genealogy,  history,  and  in¬ 
termarriages  of  the  whole  house  of  Bsnoe- 
bridge,  which  made  him  a  great  fevorite 
with  the  old  folks ;  he  was  a  beau  of  all 
tie  elder  liatios  and  superannnaAad  spin¬ 
sters,  among  whom  ho  was  habitually  con¬ 
sidered  rather  a  young  fellow,  sad  ho  was 
master  of  the  revels  among  tho  children  ; 
so  thdt  there  was  nr*  s  more  popular  both# 
In  the  sphere  In  which  ho  fnored  than  Mr. 
Bltnon  Brscobridge  Of  late  years,  ho  Had 
resided  almost  entirely  with  tho  •quire,  to 
whom  ho  had  become  a  factotum,  and 
whom  he  particularly  delighted  by  jump¬ 
ing  with  his  humor  in  rewpnot  to  old  times, 
and  by  baring  a  scrap  of  a  song  to  suit 
every  occasion,  W*  had  presently  a  spec¬ 
imen  ol  his  last- mentioned  talent,  for  no 
sooner  wss  supper  removed,  said  spiced 
wines  and  other  beverages  peculiar  to  ths 
-Ti —  ioUodaocd,  than  Master  Him  on  was 
oaUed  on  for  h  good  old  Chstoteas  song.

that  was  by  no  meats  bad,  excepting  that 
it  ran  occasionally  bto  a  faUetto,  like  the 
ante*  of  a  split  reed  ho  quavered  forth  a 
quaint  old  ditty.

Theeupper  had  iliipoeed  every  one  to  gay- 
ety,  and  an  old  harbor  was  summonod  from 
the  servants'  hall,  where  he  had  been 
strumming  all  the  trening,  mid  to  all  ap- 
(■can nee  comforting  himself  with  some  of 
the  squire's  home-brewed.  Hu  was  a  kind 
of  hanger-on,  I  was  told,  of  the  establish 
msnt,  and,  though  istunaibly  a  resident  of 
tbe  village,  was  ofUner  to  be  found  in  tbe 
squire’s  kitchen  thm  in  his  own  home,  the 
old  gentleman  being  fond  of  the  sound  of 
"harp  in  hall.” 

The  danoe,  like  most  dances  alter  sup¬ 
per.  was  a  teeny  me ;  some  of  the  older 
folks  joined  in  it  and  tbo  squire  him¬ 
self  figured  down  several  couple  with  a 
partner,  with  whon  be  affirmed  he  had 
danced  at  every  Clxistiuas  tor  nearly  half 
a  century.  Ms* tec  Simon,  who  seemed  to 
be  a  kind  of  contteetiag  link  between  the 
old  times  and  the  »ew,  and  to  bd  withal  a 
little  antiquated  in  the  teste  of  his  accom¬ 
plishments,  evidestly  piqued  himself  on 
his  dancing,  and  was  endeavoring  to  gain 
oredit  by  the  heel  and  toe,  rigadoon,  and 
other  grace*  of  the  ancient  school :  but  he 
had  unluckily  assorted  himself  with  a  Little 
romping  girl  from  boarding-school,  who, 
by  her  wild  vivacity,  kept  him  continually 
on  the  stretch,  aqd  defeated  all  his  sober 
attempts  at  efeganre  : — such  are  the  ill  as¬ 
sorted  matches  to  which  antique  gentlemen 
are  unfortunately  prone  ! 

The  yonng  Oxoiian,  on  tho  oontraryt 
had  ted  out  ono  of  his  maiden  aunts,  on 
whom  thq  rogue  plsyed  a  thousand  little 
knaveries  with  imgranity  ;  he  was  full  of 
practical  jokes,  and  his  delight  was  to 
tease  hi*  aunt*  and  cousins  ;  yet,  like  all 
mad -cap  youngster*,  he  was  a  universal  fa¬ 
vorite  amoug  the  womon.  The  most  inter¬ 
esting  couple  iu  Ike  danoe  was  the  young 
nicer  aad  a  wardoi  the  sqaire'a,  .a  beauti¬ 
ful  blushing  girl  of  seventeen.
